The  Cemetery  Commissioners  hereby  submit  their 
report  for  the  year  1934: 

The  Commissioners  have  completed  the  laying  out 
of  the  new  tract  at  Four  Corners,  the  lot  markers  have 
been  placed  and  the  walks  and  drives  marked  out  but  not 
built. 

The  rear  of  the  first  addition  has  been  re-surveyed, 
the  roadway  widened  and  additional  lots  laid  out  in  an 
unused  area  which  with  the  lots  in  the  last  purchase 
give  the  town  an  additional  lot  area  of  $4700.00,  in  value. 

The  new  addition  to  Oak  Knoll  Cemetery  is  being 
developed  by  the  aid  of  the  National  Government  through 
the  agency  of  the  Emergency  Relief  Administration  of 
Massachusetts.  A  large  tract  has  been  graded,  substan- 
tial roadways  are  being  built  and  a  large  portion  of  the 
purchase  is  now  in  shape  for  the  survey  for  lots. 

Additional  money  is  needed  to  care  for  the  town's 
share  of  the  work  being  done  by  the  ERA  but  the  future 
returns  from  the  sale  of  lots  will  more  than  re-imburse 
the  town  for  any  outlay  it  may  make. 

Material  additions  are  being  made  annually  to  the 
Permanent  Care  fund,  indicating  an  increasing  interest  in 
the  care  of  our  cemeteries.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 
and  the  Citizens  of  Palmer: 

The  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare 
for  the  year  1934  is  hereby  respectfully  submitted. 

In  comparison  with  the  previous  year  the  net  cost 
has  been  reduced  nearly  one-half: 


This  reduction  was  due  primarily  to  the  increased 
activities  of  local  industries,  and  to  the  co-operation  of 
the  E.  R.  A.  in  employing  persons  who  would  otherwise 
depend  on  Welfare  aid  for  support. 

The  increased  cost  at  the  Town  Infirmary  is  due  to 
the  following: 

Our  entire  herd  of  cows  was  condemned  by  the  State 
tuberculin  test,  as  a  result  of  which  we  were  without  any 
revenue  for  milk  during  an  entire  month ;  also  a  reduced 
revenue  for  six  months  following,  only  a  portion  of  the 
original  herd  being  replaced.

Loss  of  one  horse,  necessitating  the  purchase  of 
another. 


Lack  of  Welfare  workers  at  the  Infirmary,  necessitat- 
ing extra  cost  for  labor.  Also  a  material  reduction  in  the 
amount  of  wood  sold— from  $2330  in  1933  to  $916  in  1934. 

However,  we  submit  that  the  net  cost  of  the  In- 
firmary compares  favorably  with  the  years  previous  to 
the  depression. 

We  have  requested  an  appropriation  of  $500  for 
material  for  the  much-needed  repairs  and  painting  at  the 
Infirmary,  provided  the  E.  R.  A.  supplies  the  labor.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  ac- 
counts of  the  town  of  Palmer  for  the  period  from  June 
26,  1932  to  May  30,  1934,  made  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This  is  in  the 
form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Herman  B.  Dine, 
Assistant  Director  of  Accounts.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books 
and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Palmer  for  the  period  from 
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June  26,  1932,  the  date  of  the  previous  audit,  to 
May  30,  1934,  and  submit  the  following  report  thereon: 

The  financial  transactions  as  recorded  on  the  books 
of  the  various  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money 
for  the  town  were  examined  and  checked  in  detail. 

The  receipts  from  licenses  issued  by  the  board  of 
selectmen  were  checked  with  the  records  of  licenses 
granted  and  with  the  treasurer's  and  bookkeeper's 
records. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  bookkeeper 
were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  receipts  as 
recorded  were  compared  with  the  treasurer's  cash  book 
and  with  the  records  of  the  several  departments  collect- 
ing money  for  the  town,  while  the  payments  were  check- 
ed with  thq  selectmen's  warrants  and  with  the  treasurer's 
cash  book.  The  appropriation  ledger  was  checked  with 
the  available  town  meeting  records  of  appropriations 
voted,  and  the  departmental  accounts  receivable  were 
compared  with  the  records  of  the  departments  in  which 
the  transactions  originated.  The  ledger  was  analyzed, 
a  trial  balance  was  taken  off,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which 
is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the 
financial  condition  of  the  town  on  May  30,  1934. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  check- 
ed with  the  records  of  the  departments  collecting  money 
for  the  town  and  with  the  other  sources  from  which 
money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while  the  pay- 
ments were  compared  with  the  warrants  approved  by 
the  selectmen  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town 
funds.  The  cash  book  was  footed  for  the  period  of  the 
audit,  the  bank  account  was  reconciled  with  a  statement 
furnished  by  the  bank  of  deposit  and  the  cash  on  hand 
was  verified  by  an  actual  count. 
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The  receipts  of  Federal  Emergency  Relief  Funds 
were  checked  with  the  state  treasurer's  record  of  pay- 
ments to  the  town  and  the  disbursements  from  these 
funds  were  compared  with  approved  pay-rolls  and  cancel- 
led checks  on  file. 

The  payments  of  debt  and  interest  which  matured 
during  the  period  covered  by  the  audit  were  checked  with 
the  records  of  debt  due  and  with  the  cancelled  notes  and 
bonds  on  file. 

The  savings  bank  books  representing  the  invest- 
ment of  funds  held  in  trust  by  the  town  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  income  was  proved  and  the  payments 
were  compared  with  the  treasurer's  and  bookkeeper's 
records. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were 
examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  taxes  outstanding  at 
the  time  of  the  previous  examination  were  audited,  and 
all  subsequent  commitment  lists  of  town  and  district 
taxes  were  proved  with  the  warrants  given  by  the  asses- 
sors for  their  collection.  The  recorded  collections  were 
checked  with  the  commitment  books  and  with  the  town 
and  district  treasurer's  accounts,  the  abatements  were 
compared  with  the  assessors'  records  of  abatements 
granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and 
proved  with  the  bookkeeper's  ledger  accounts. 

Verification  of  the  outstanding  accounts  was  made  by 
mailing  notices  to  all  persons  whose  names  appeared  on 
the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town.  Several  replies 
received  from  persons  who  made  claim  that  their  taxes 
were  paid  and  not  credited  on  the  collector's  books,  are 
being  investigated,  and  if  proof  of  payment  is  submitted 
by  the  tax-payers,  the  amount  of  taxes  will  be  charged 
to  the  collector. 

The  tax  title  deeds  representing  liens  on  real  estate 
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taken  by  the  town  for  the  non-payment  of  taxes  were 
examined  and  checked  with  the  collector's  and  treasurer's 
accounts.  The  tax  title  register  was  written  up  and  the 
bookkeeper's  ledger  account  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town 
was  adjusted. 

The  town  clerk's  record  of  receipts  for  dog  licenses 
and  sporting  licenses  was  checked  with  the  record  of 
licenses  issued  and  the  payments  to  the  town  treasurer, 
county  treasurer,  and  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and 
Game  were  verified.  The  bank  account  was  reconciled  with 
a  statement  furnished  by  the  bank  and  the  cash  on  hand 
was  proved  by  actual  count. 

The  computation  of  the  tax  rate  by  the  assessors 
was  checked  and  it  was  noted  that  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  town  clerk  did  not  report  appropriations  from  avail- 
able funds  to  the  assessors,  they  did  not  consider  the 
appropriations  in  the  determination  of  the  tax  rate.  In 
this  connection,  attention  is  called  to  Section  23,  Chapter 
59,  General  Laws,  which  requires  that  the  assessors  raise 
all  sums  appropriated  since  the  last  preceding  annual 
tax  assessment,  and  which  also  provides  that  deductions 
on  account  of  appropriations  voted  from  available  funds 
in  the  treasury  may  be  made  by  the  assessors  only  upon 
the  approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  Corporations  and 
Taxation.  All  appropriations  voted  by  the  Town,  whether 
they  are  to  be  raised  by  taxation  or  transferred  from 
available  funds  in  the  treasury,  should,  therefore,  be 
certified  by  the  town  clerk  to  the  assessors,  as  required 
by  Section  15-A,  Chapter  41,  General  Laws. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  treasurer  and  town 
clerk  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  surety  bond  of  the  collector  for  1933  was  exam- 
ined and  found  to  be  in  proper  form.  The  collector  has  not 
yet  secured  a  surety  bond  for  1934,  and  the  assessors 
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have  been  unable  to  commit  to  him  any  1934  taxes  for 
collection. 

It  was  noted  that  the  workmen's  compensation  in- 
surance policies  carried  by  the  town  include  protection 
for  employees  other  than  workmen,  laborers  and  mechan- 
ics, contrary  to  Sections  68  to  75,  Chapter  152,  General 
Laws. 

It  was  also  noted  that  the  premiums  are  being  paid 
for  insurance  covering  property  damage  that  may  be 
caused  by  motor  vehicles  owned  by  the  town.  Attention 
in  this  connection  is  called  to  Clause  1,  Section  5,  Chap- 
ter 40,  General  Laws,  as  amended,  which  provides  that 
public  funds  may  be  expended : 

"To  pay  a  proper  charge  of  an  insurance  com- 
pany for  acting  as  surety  on  the  official  bond 
of  any  town  officer,  or  to  pay  a  proper  charge 
for  effecting  insurance  providing  indemnity  for 
or  protection  to  any  officer  or  employee  of  the 
town  against  loss  by  reason  of  his  liability  to  pay 
damages  to  others  for  bodily  injuries,  including 
death  at  any  time  resulting  therefrom,  caused 
by  the  operation,  within  the  scope  of  his  official 
duties  or  employment  of  motor  or  other  vehicles 
owned  by  the  town,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
five  thousand  dollars  on  account  of  injury  to  or 
death  of  one  person." 

The  license  commissioner's  records  of  licenses  grant- 
ed were  checked  with  the  receipts  for.  licenses  and  with 
the  treasurer's  record  of  receipts. 

The  receipts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures 
were  checked  with  the  record  of  charges,  the  payments 
to  the  treasurer  were  verified,  and  the  cash  on  hand  on 
July  6,  1934  was  proved  by  an  actual  count.  Receipts  by 
the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  should  be  paid  into 
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the  town  treasury  monthly,  as  required  by  Section  34, 
Chapter  98,  General  Laws. 

The  receipts  from  licenses  issued  by  the  board  of 
health  were  checked  with  the  record  of  licenses  granted 
and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  accounts  of  the  health,  sewer,  highway,  public 
welfare,  soldiers'  relief,  and  school  departments  were 
examined.  The  records  of  bills  sent  out  for  collection  were 
checked,  the  recorded  collections  and  abatements  were 
checked  with  the  bookkeeper's  and  treasurer's  accounts, 
and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved. 

The  accounts  of  the  cemetery  commissioners  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  charges  were  check- 
ed, the  collections  were  compared  with  the  payments  to 
the  treasurer,  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and 
proved,  and  the  cash  balance  was  proved  by  a  reconcilia- 
tion of  the  bank  account  with  a  statement  received  from 
the  bank  and  by  an  actual  count  of  cash  in  the  office. 

Appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance 
sheet,  are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treas- 
urer's cash,  summaries  of  the  tax  and  departmental  ac- 
counts, together  with  the  tables  showing  the  trust  fund 
transactions. 

From  the  co-operation  received  from  the  several  town 
officials  while  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  I  wish  on  be- 
half of  my  assistants  and  for  myself  to  express  apprecia- 
tion.

This  shows  a  slight  decrease  from  1933,  which  is 
undoubtedly  due  to  greater  employment  in  the  industries 
of  the  Town  and  in  other  ways,  for  library  circulation 
increases  as  employment  decreases,  and  drops  as  employ- 
ment becomes  greater. 

A  total  of  416  new  books  has  been  purchased  during 
the  year.  Believing  that  the  Library  should  serve  the 
greatest  number  of  people  possible,  these  purchases  have 
been  confined  to  fiction  and  books  for  children,  the  de- 
mand for  the  latter  having  greatly  increased.  This  policy 
will  be  followed  through  the  present  year,  when  it  is 
hoped  to  be  able  to  make  still  further  book  purchases.

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Report  of  Board  of  Selectmen 


The  Selectmen  respectfully  submit  the  following  re- 
port: 

The  Board  organized  with  the  choice  of  Ludwik 
Marhelewicz  as  Chairman  and  David  B.  Smith  as  Secre- 
tary. 

The  following  appointments  were  made:  Ernest  E. 
Hobson,  Town  Counsel;  Harriette  Paine,  bookkeeper; 
Ralph  E.  Canning,  Burial  Agent;  David  L.  Bodfish,  Su- 
perintendent of  Graves ;  M.  Scott  French,  Chief  Engineer ; 
Michael  H.  Davitt,  Inspector  of  Animals ;  Henry  Ruckley, 
Superintendent  of  Streets,  and  Robert  L.  McDonald,  Clerk 
of  highway  matters. 

The  Board  has  given  careful  attention  to  all  matters 
which  have  arisen  during  the  year  and  has  attempted  to 
handle  the  affairs  of  the  town  with  efficiency  and  econ- 
omy. 

The  various  matters  of  highway  construction  and 
repair  which  the  town  specifically  voted  at  the  last  annual 
and  special  meetings  have  been  taken  care  of.  The  new 
Park  Street  has  been  completed. 

The  improved  road  in  Thorndike  Street  and  the 
Thorndike  Road,  in  which  the  County  and  State  shared, 
has  been  practically  completed.  It  is  estimated  that  about 
$4000  is  necessary  to  complete  the  work  and  your  Board 
has  been  informed  that  the  County  and  State  will  not 


67 


make  any  further  contribution.  Therefore  it  will  be  neces- 
sary for  the  town  to  complete  the  work  itself  and  $4000 
is  recommended  for  this  purpose. 

The  Board  has  arranged  with  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  and  the  Commissioners  of  Hampden  County 
to  assist  in  the  construction  of  a  new  highway  in  the 
Palmer-Bondsville  Road  from  State  Street  in  Bondsville 
to  Shearers  Corner.  It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  will 
be  $50,000.  The  County  has  agreed  to  contribute  $15,000 
and  the  State  $20,000,  leaving  a  balance  of  $15,000  for 
the  town  to  contribute. 

The  Board  has  also  arranged  with  the  State  and 
County  officials  to  assist  in  the  construction  of  a  new 
bridge  at  or  near  the  site  of  the  present  Whipple  Crossing 
Bridge  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $10,000.  The  State  has 
agreed  to  contribute  $4,000  and  the  County  $3,000,  leav- 
ing a  balance  of  $3,000  for  the  town  to  contribute. 

We  feel  that  it  is  for  the  best  interests  of  the  town 
to  appropriate  the  sums  required  for  these  two  purposes 
and  thus  secure  helpful  assistance  from  the  State  and 
County  in  carrying  out  the  projects. 

During  the  year  the  Board  has  been  active  in  secur- 
ing C.  W.  A.  and  E.  R.  A.  projects  and  has  had  the  valu- 
able assistance  and  cooperation  of  the  local  administrators, 
David  L.  Bodfish  and  Henry  W.  Holbrook.  Among  the 
projects  carried  on  during  the  year  have  been  the  follow- 
ing: 

Grading  and  graveling  Holbrook  Street  in  the  Depot 
Village, 

Painting  School  buildings  in  the  town, 
Improvements  to  Oak  Knoll  Cemetery, 
Graveling  roads, 

Preparation  of  valuation  maps  for  use  of  assessors, 
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Cement  sidewalks  on  Spring  Street,  Depot  Village, 
and  at  Four  Corners. 

Construction  of  water  hole,  Palmer  Center, 
Shingling  and  painting  town  house, 
Carrying  on  of  playgrounds  under  proper  instruction, 
Sewing  projects, 

Preparation  and  distribution  of  food, 
Compiling  high  school  records, 

Construction  of  sewers  in  Ruggles  Street,  South 
Street  and  Pleasant  Street,  Three  Rivers,  South  Main 
Street  in  the  Depot  Village,  storm  sewer  in  Thorndike 
Street  in  the  Depot  Village, 

Gypsy  moth  suppression. 

Due  to  the  change  in  the  state  laws  relative  to  the 
assessment  and  collection  of  taxes,  effective  January  1st 
of  this  year,  the  assessors  will  complete  their  work  and 
make  their  levy  probably  late  in  April  or  early  in  May, 
several  months  earlier  than  in  former  years.  It  will  be 
impossible  for  the  town  to  raise  and  appropriate  any 
money  for  current  expenses  after  the  tax  levy  is  made. 
Therefore  the  Board  suggests  that  a  larger  reserve  fund 
than  usual  be  appropriated  to  take  care  of  unforseen  and 
emergency  matters. 

During  the  year  the  Selectmen  have  co-operated  with 
residents  of  the  town  who  found  it  difficult  to  pay  their 
taxes  by  giving  them  employment  upon  the  highways 
with  the  understanding  that  the  wages  earned  by  them 
would  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  taxes.  In  all  84  per- 
sons were  given  employment  under  these  conditions  and 
over  $2100  was  earned  by  them  and  applied  to  the  pay- 
ment of  their  taxes. 

Recommendations  for  appropriations  for  1935  are 
not  published  herewith  in  order  to  save  the  expense  of 
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publication,  but  they  have  been  filed  with  the  finance 
committee. 

The  Board  desires  to  express  its  appreciation  of  all 
officials  of  the  town  and  others  who  have  co-operated 
with  them  in  the  work  of  the  year. 

The  report  of  the  Town  Bookkeeper,  which  follows, 
is  made  a  part  of  the  Selectmen's  Report.

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Report  of 
Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Palmer: 

I  herewith  present  my  twenty-fourth  annual  report 
as  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Palmer.  This  is  the  forty- 
second  in  the  series  of  reports  issued  by  the  superinten- 
dents of  the  Town. 

ATTENDANCE 

The  attendance  statistics  for  the  school  year  of 
1933-34  were  as  follows: — Enrollment,  2,189;  Average 
Membership,  2,107.34;  Average  Attendance,  2,029.23; 
Per  Cent  of  Attendance,  96.29;  Tardinesses,  540. 

The  percentage  of  attendance  still  continues  high. 
During  the  twenty-three  years  of  my  incumbency,  the 
average  percentage  has  been  96.09%.  An  attainment  of 
95%  for  percentage  of  attendance  is  regarded  as  ideal. 

HEALTH  WORK 

Many  health  activities  are  carried  on  under  the 
direction  of  the  school  nurse  and  school  physicians.  No 
one,  not  in  immediate  contact  with  the  schools,  can  begin 
to  visualize  the  fine  piece  of  work  that  is  being  done. 
State  health  officials  commend  our  work  highly. 
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The  annual  physical  examination  this  fall  has  dis- 
closed these  defects :— Nutrition,  10;  Posture,  27;  Skin, 
34;  Teeth,  462;  Eyes,  2;  Ears,  1;  Throat,  148;  Thyroid 
Gland,  11 ;  Heart,  21;  Nose,  4.  With  the  exception  of  teeth 
and  throat,  the  number  of  defects  is  not  high.  The  num- 
ber of  underweights  is  as  follows:  17< ,  93;  10';,  132; 
15%,  87. 

This  fall  one  hundred  seventy-five  (175)  school  chil- 
dren and  fifty  (50)  pre-school  children  were  given  the 
Toxin  Anti  Toxin  preventive  for  Diphtheria. 

A  recent  report  on  the  status  of  immunization  among 
school  children  in  the  State  revealed  these  facts:— -In 
Group  IA,  cities  of  25,000  and  above,  64  CA  have  been 
immunized;  in  Group  IB,  cities  between  10,000  and 
25,000,  58  rV  ;  in  Group  II — our  group —  towns  of  5,000 
to  10,000,  64%;  Group  III,  under  5,000,  41%;  State, 
48 '  <  .  Palmer's  %1%  far  exceeds  any  of  these  and  shows 
the  effectiveness  of  the  work  that  has  been  done. 

Eighteen  (18)  of  our  school  children,  pre-tuber- 
cularly  inclined  or  contacts,  spent  a  total  of  three  hun- 
dred and  eighty-five  days  this  summer  at  Camp  Fred- 
erick Edwards,  the  preventorium  of  the  Hampden  County 
Tuberculosis  Association,  where  they  showed  an  average 
gain  in  weight  of  three  and  one-fifth  pounds. 

Tubercular  clinics,  where  both  children  and  adults 
were  examined,  were  held  at  which  the  Von-Pirquet — 
the  skin — test,  and  X-Ray,  if  necessary,  were  given.  This 
work  has  been  done  yearly  for  some  fifteen  years. 

On  Health  Day,  the  following  tags  were  issued: — 
Physical  Fitness,  291;  Teeth,  270;  Improvement,  1,045. 
Through  the  local  Red  Cross,  local  Rotary  Club,  and  other 
agencies,    glasses   have   been   purchased;    tonsils  and 
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adenoids  have  been  removed;  and  teeth  have  been  ex- 
tracted. The  Town  should  provide  money  for  the  doing 
of  this  work. 

PROMOTIONS 

The  promotion  statistics  in  the  grades  for  the  last 
school  year  were  as  follows: — Number  of  Pupils,  1,490; 
Promoted  Unconditionally,  1,221 — Percent,  81.94;  Pro- 
moted Conditionally,  168 — Percent,  11.28;  Not  Promoted, 
101— Percent,  6.78. 

SCHOOL  SAVINGS 

The  report  of  school  savings  for  the  last  school  year, 
September,  1933,  to  July,  1934,  is  as  follows: — Number 
of  Collections,  197 ;  Number  of  Deposits,  14,209 ;  Amount 
of  Deposits,  $3,834.99. 

The  combined  School  Savings  from  date  of  incep- 
tion, November  1,  1921,  to  July  1,  1934,  are: — Number 
of  Deposits,  293,326;  Amount  of  Deposits,  $80,400.02. 

C.  W.  A.  —  E.  R.  A. 

A  comprehensive  maintenance  painting  job  —  in- 
volving painting,  carpentering,  plastering,  cementing, 
etc., — was  carried  on  in  the  schools  from  December  1, 
1933,  to  October  1,  1934,  a  period  of  ten  months.  As  a 
result,  physically  the  schools  are  in  the  best  condition 
they  have  been  during  my  term  of  office. 

This  work  was  necessary.  When,  if  ever,  it  could 
be  financed  by  the  Town  alone,  it  would  be  presumption 
to  assert.  With  governmental  aid,  it  was  possible  to 
finance  it  without  local  strain. 

The  total  cost  of  the  project  was  $21,570.40.  The 
federal  contribution  was  $17,315.45;  the  town,  $4,254.95. 
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The  federal  contribution  was  80 \o  of  the  total  cost;  the 
town.  20%.  In  other  words,  of  every  dollar  spent,  the 
federal  government  contributed  80  cents;  the  town,  20 
cents.  Proportionately  considered,  Palmer  fared  well. 

In  the  spring,  if  this  class  of  work  is  supported,  a 
project  of  putting  school  grounds  in  condition  should  be 
undertaken.  If  this  is  undertaken,  a  special  appropriation 
should  be  made.  Several  thousands  of  dollars  cannot  be 
extracted  from  the  regular  school  budget  to  do  this, 
especially  when  the  school  budget  is  held  at  the  lowest 
possible  minimum. 

Of  the  $4,254.95  spent  by  the  town  for  the  painting 
project,  only  $1,066.65  was  provided  by  a  special  appro- 
priation. The  balance,  $3,188.30,  was  taken  from  the  reg- 
ular school  budget— $1,064.49  from  the  1933  budget  and 
$2,111.81  from  the  1934  budget,  a  total  of  $3,176.30.  This 
policy  should  not  be  continued. 

Under  E.  R.  A.  a  five- week  playground  project  was 
run  during  the  summer  vacation.  The  total  weekly  at- 
tendance on  the  four  playgrounds — one  in  each  village — 
was  3,600,  a  season  total  of  18,000.  The  cost  of  giving  en- 
tertainment and  recreational  activity,  keeping  the  chil- 
dren off  the  streets,  providing  proper  supervision,  etc., 
did  not  exceed  two  cents  for  each  child  per  day. 

Also,  under  F.  E.  R.  A.  a  recreational  program  was 
carried  on  last  winter  and  spring,  and  salaries,  in  part, 
of  evening  high  school  teachers  were  paid. 

The  schools  have  not  fared  badly  in  the  matter  of 
governmental  grants. 
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ENROLLMENT 

The  total  enrollment  in  September,  1934,  was  forty 
(40)  less  than  that  of  the  same  month  in  1933.  The 
enrollment  in  the  elementary  schools  throughout  the 
country  is  growing  smaller;  the  enrollment  in  the  high 
school  is  getting  larger.  One  financial  difficulty  is  in- 
volved in  this  shift  of  enrollment.  The  cost  of  educating 
a  child  in  the  high  school  is  much  greater  than  that  in 
the  grades.  The  cost  often  runs  two  to  one.  Locally,  our 
high  school  has  been  increasing  rapidly  in  enrollment. 
This  means  that  the  cost  of  educating  the  same  number 
cf  pupils  must  be  greater. 

Throughout  the  depression,  the  school  department 
has  labored  hard  to  keep  costs  at  an  absolute  minimum. 
With  many  difficult  situations  confronting  it,  the  depart- 
ment has  succeeded  in  doing  this.  In  actuality,  the  schools 
have  been  run.  the  past  two  or  three  years,  upon  about 
seventy-five  percent  (75%^. — 8  4 — of  the  amount  of 
money  that  would  be  spent  in  normal  times. 

COST 

The  annual  report  of  the  State  Department  of 
Education  for  the  year  ending  November  30,  1934,  shows 
some  interesting  facts  regarding  educational  costs. 

A  state-wide  comparison  is  made,  based  upon  sworn 
uniform  blanks  gotten  out  by  the  State  Department,  and 
submitted  to  it  by  every  town  and  city  in  the  state.  This 
method  of  comparison  is  purely  business-like;  purely 
scientific.  Every  business  analyzes  its  cost  per  unit  in 
like  manner.  In  the  textile  business,  the  unit  is  the  cost 
per  yard  produced;  in  the  steel  business,  the  cost  per 
ton  fabricated;  in  the  coal  business,  the  cost  per  ton 
mined.  In  the  school  business,  it  is  the  pupil  handled,  or 
the  cost  per  pupil  educated  during  the  year.

In  this  State  Report,  statistics  are  given  for  every 
one  of  the  355  towns  and  cities  in  the  State,  which  are 
divided  into  four  groups:  Group  I,  Cities  (There  are  39.)  ; 
Group  II,  Towns  of  5,000  Population  or  over — Palmer 
is  a  member  of  this  group  (There  are  83.)  ;  Group  III, 
Towns  of  less  than  5,000  Population  and  maintaining  high 
schools  (There  are  108.)  ;  Group  IV,  Towns  of  less  than 
5,000  Population  and  not  maintaining  high  schools  (There 
are  123.) 

The  average  cost  per  pupil  based  on  net  average 
membership  for  each  Group,  the  State,  and  Palmer  is 
as  follows: 


Palmer's  cost  for  the  fiscal  year  of  1933  is  $15.31 
less  than  that  of  Group  I;  $9.15  less  than  that  of  Group 
II,  her  own  group;  $12.29  less  than  that  of  Group  III; 
$25.26  less  than  that  of  Group  IV;  $14.04  less  than  that 
of  the  State. 

Palmer's  cost  for  1933  is  $1.89  more  than  that  of 
1932,  due  to  lessened  net  average  membership. 

Palmer  anticipated  most  of  the  other  towns  and 
cities  in  the  state  at  least  a  year  in  lessening  school  costs 
materially  and,  therefore,  reached  rock-bottom  earlier. 
Whereas  the  cost  per  pupil  in  1933  was  $1.89  more  than 
that  in  1932,  the  total  expenditures  from  all  sources  in 
1933— $147,276.28— were  $9,338.98  less  than  those  in 
1932— $156,615.26.  The  reason  for  the  increase  in  per-

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pupil  cost  was  the  fact  that  the  net  average  member- 
ship was  185  less  in  1933.  The  decrease  was  largely  due 
to  two  factors: — (1)  The  increase  of  six  months  in  first- 
grade  entrance  age,  thus  cutting  the  entering  class  nearly 
in  half;  (2)  the  unusually  large  number  of  pupils  who 
moved  out  of  town  during  the  summer  vacation. 

As  evidence  of  the  effect  of  the  smaller  net  average 
membership  upon  the  cost  per  pupil,  here  is  given  a 
comparison  of  costs  based  upon  the  total  expenditures  of 
1932  and  1933,  using  the  respective  net  average  mem- 
berships of  1932  and  1933:— 1932  expenditure,  $156,- 
615.26;  per-pupil  cost,  with  1932  net  average  member- 
ship, $71.16;  per-pupil  cost  with  1933  net  average  mem- 
bership, $77.69.  1933  expenditure,  $147,276.28;  per-pupil 
cost  with  1932  net  average  membership,  $66.91;  per- 
pupil  cost  with  1933  net  average  membership,  $73.05. 

Compared  over  a  period  of  the  past  sixteen  years, 
the  average  cost  per  pupil  based  on  average  member- 
ship for  each  Group,  the  State,  and  Palmer  was :

Compare  Palmer's  average — $68.32 —  of  the  average 
costs  for  the  sixteen  years  with  that  of  each  Group  and 
of  the  State.  It  is  $17.16  less  than  that  of  Group  I;  $9.10 
less  than  that  of  Group  II;  $13.59  less  than  that  of  Group 
III;  $20.73  less  than  that  of  Group  IV;  $17.36  less  than 
that  of  the  State. 

On  the  basis  of  relative  rank  for  the  355  towns  and 
cities  in  the  State,  Palmer,  for  19  years,  had  an  average 
rank  of  293. 

During  these  19  years,  Palmer  ranked  67th  in  pop- 
ulation, and  only  293rd  in  cost  per  pupil.  In  other  words,

while  ranking  practically  in  the  first  sixth  in  the  State  in 
population,  Palmer  has  ranked  practically  in  the  last 
sixth  in  cost  per  pupil. 

The  cost  per  pupil  in  net  average  membership  for 
the  fiscal  year  of  1933  in  towns  and  cities  within  an 
approximate  radius  of  twenty-five  miles  was  as  follows:

These  thirty-two  towns  and  cities  are  taken  on  basis 
of  distance — not  cost.  Four  only  have  a  lower  cost. 

The  cost  per  pupil  in  the  grades  was  $51.49  in  1932 ; 
$55.45  in  1933— an  increase  of  $3.96.  The  cost  in  the  high 
school  was  $92.29  in  1932;  $96.93  in  1933— an  increase 
of  $4.64. 

A  study  of  costs  per  pupil  in  average  membership 
in  the  high  school,  elementary  schools,  and  all  the  schools 
over  a  period  of  the  past  nine  years  shows  that,  from 
1930  to  1934,  there  has  been  a  marked  decrease  in  all. 
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The  appropriation  last  year  was  $151,160.00;  the  ex- 
penditures were  $151,159.00;  the  balance  was  $1.00. 

The  re-imbursements  and  revenues  received  and  re- 
ceivable during  1934  were: — General  School  Fund  (State) 
$23,456,33;  Vocational  School  (State),  $142.38;  State 
Wards'  Tuition,  $2,127.04;  Other  Tuition,  $3,099.28; 
Rentals,  $341.13;  Other,  $21.35;  Total,  $29,187.51.  The 
amount  spent  for  education  from  money  raised  by  town 
tax  was  $121,971.49. 

In  1933  school  expenditures  amounted  to  $151,378.18 
re-imbursement  and  receipts  were  $31,652.24;  the  net 
direct  cost  was  $119,725.94. 

ECONOMY 

Economy  has  been  the  watchword — economy  with 
the  least  possible  loss  of  efficiency.  The  best  evidence  of 
this  accomplishment  is  the  fact  that,  to  most  parents, 
the  schools  have  been  operated  as  usual.  Had  there  been 
methods  of  operation  put  into  effect  that  had  impinged 
heavily  on  pupils'  opportunities,  even  in  a  time  of  severe 
depression,  the  protest  would  have  been  very  vocal.  None 
but  those  on  the  inside  will  ever  realize  how  successfully 
economy  without  very  harmful  results  has  been  accom- 
plished. 

The  School  Department  has  simply  performed  its 
duty  in  such  trying  days  as  have  confronted  Palmer.  It 
seeks  no  praise;  it  merely  asks  that  the  citizens  realize 
this  fact. 

CONCLUSION 

This  report  is  brief.  It  has  followed  closely  in  con- 
tent the  reports  of  the  two  previous  years.  It  is  a  report 
of  conditions;  it  is  not  a  report  of  recommendation.  A  full 
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discussion  of  any  condition,  any  tendency,  or  any  other 
information  will  gladly  be  given  upon  request. 

The  favorable  attitude  of  the  public  in  general  to- 
wards the  schools  is  fully  sensed  and  deeply  appreciated.

D.  1935,  at  six  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  then  and  there  to 
give  in  their  votes  on  one  ballot  to  precinct  officers  of 
the  several  voting  precincts  of  said  town,  for  the  follow- 
ing officers,  to  wit:  Three  Selectmen,  a  Town  Treasurer, 
Collector  of  Taxes,  3  Auditors,  five  Constables,  3  Li- 
cense Commissioners,  and  a  Tree  Warden,  all  for  the

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  money  for  the  observance  of  Memorial 
Day. 

Article  12.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take 
in  respect  to  lighting  the  streets  and  whether  it  will 
authorize  the  selectmen  to  make  contract  therefor,  and 
raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

Article  13.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take 
in  reference  to  the  planting  and  preservation  of  shade 
trees. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate money  for  the  improvement  of  cemeteries. 

Article  15.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take 
relative  to  suits  and  claims  now  pending  against  the  town. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate 
money  for  the  suppression  of  the  gypsy,  brown-tail  and 
satin  moths  and  elm  tree  beetles,  and  other  insect  pests. 
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Article  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  such 
sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  the  cost 
of  rent,  janitor  service  and  maintenance  of  the  town 
offices  in  the  Holbrook  Building. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1000  to  help  defray  the  cost  of 
maintaining  the  District  Nurse. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  maintain 
police  in  the  several  villages,  authorize  the  selectmen  to 
make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  all  the 
police  officers  of  the  town,  and  raise  and  appropriate 
money  for  the  same. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appro^ 
priate  money  to  meet  the  town's  share  of  the  cost  to  the 
County  of  Hampden  for  providing  adequate  hospital  care 
for  consumptives  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  111  of 
the  General  Laws. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $500.00,  or  any  sum,  to  be  expended 
within  the  town  under  the  direction  of  the  Trustees  for 
County  Aid  to  Agriculture,  for  the  promotion  of  boys' 
and  girls'  work  in  agriculture,  home  making  and  country 
life  in  the  town,  including  agricultural  demonstration 
work  on  land  owned  by  the  town,  or  owned  by  any  resi- 
dent of  the  town,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  45  of  Chapter  128  of  the  General  Laws.

To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take 
in  regard  to  sidewalks  and  curbing. 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate any  sum  of  money  to  be  paid  to  the  Wing  Memorial 
Hospital  Association  for  the  charitable  purposes  of  said 
association  in  this  town,  or  for  the  care  and  support  in 
said  hospital  of  persons  wholly  or  in  part  unable  to  sup- 
port or  care  for  themselves,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

Article  27.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  author- 
ize the  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to 
borrow  money  as  permitted  by  law  to  meet  any  appro- 
priations made  or  expenses  incurred  under  any  of  the 
articles  of  this  warrant.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  purchase 
any  land  or  buildings  for  use  as  a  town  barn  and  yard, 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  therefor,  and  raise  said 
sum  by  taxation  or  otherwise,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

Article  36.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take 
with  reference  to  securing  a  new  town  dump. 

Article  37.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $4000  to  complete  the  building  of 
an  improved  highway  in  Thorndike  Street  and  the  Thorn- 
dike  Road  from  Main  Street  in  the  Depot  Village  to  the 
end  of  the  new  construction  in  said  road  near  the  entrance 
to  St.  Thomas'  Cemetery,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

Article  38.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  construct 
a  new  bridge  over  the  Ware  River  at  or  near  the  site  of 
the  present  bridge  known  as  the  Whipple's  Crossing 
Bridge,  with  necessary  approaches  thereto,  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $3000.00  therefor,  on  condition 
that  the  County  of  Hampden  shall  contribute  a  like 
amount  for  said  purpose  and  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  shall  contribute  the  sum  of  $4000.00  for 
said  purpose,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto.

Palmer  Center  to  property  of  Nelson  Brothers;  (c)  Im- 
prove Pine  Street,  Bondsville,  from  the  corner  of  South 
Main  Street  to  the  Lusty  property ;  (d)  Improve  the  Bel- 
chertown  Road,  Three  Rivers,  from  the  Recreation  Park, 
so-called,  to  the  Belchertown  line;  (e)  Improve  and  oil 
Griffin  Street  in  Bondsville  from  the  railroad  crossing 
to  property  of  one  Zbylot;  (f)  Gravel  and  oil  Harvey 
Avenue,  Thorndike ;  (g)  Oil  and  improve  Pleasant  Street, 
Thorndike;  (h)  Improve  and  oil  the  Enfield  Road  from 
property  of  one  Keyes  to  the  Ware  line;  (i)  Improve  the 
road  between  Ware  and  West  Warren;  (j)  Improve  South 
High  Street  in  Bondsville;  (k)  Oil  or  harden  or  other- 
wise improve  Grove  Street  in  the  Depot  Village;  (1)  Im- 
prove Main  Street,  Bondsville;  (m)  Improve  Commercial 
Street  in  Thorndike;  (n)  Improve  Shaw  Street  in  the 
Depot  Village;  (o)  Improve  Main  Street  in  the  Depot 
Village;  (p)  Improve  Summer  Street,  Thorndike;  (q)  Im- 
prove Randall  Street  in  the  Depot  Village;  (r)  Improve 
Spring  Street  in  the  Depot  Village;  (s)  Improve  Wood- 
land Street  in  the  Depot  Village;  (t)  Improve  the  road 
from  Thorndike  to  Three  Rivers,  beginning  at  the  Ware 
River  Railroad  Crossing  in  Thorndike  to  the  end  of  the 
cement  road  in  Three  Rivers. 
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Article  42.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate money  for  the  construction  of  new  walks  as  fol- 
lows: (a)  Straighten  the  sidewalk  on  the  westerly  side 
of  Converse  Street  in  the  Depot  Village  along  the  Me- 
morial Plot;  (b)  Tar  walk  on  Church  Street,  Thorndike, 
from  the  end  of  the  present  walk  near  the  former  office 
of  the  Thorndike  Company  to  a  point  opposite  the  plant 
of  the  S-C-S  Box  Company;  (c)  Sidewalk  in  front  of 
property  of  Kristina  Benza  on  Maple  Street  in  the  Depot 
Village;  (d)  Tar  walk  on  the  westerly  side  of  Grove 
Street  in  the  Depot  Village  from  Maple  Street  to  Central 
Street;  (e)  Tar  walk  on  the  northerly  side  of  Crawford 
Street,  Bondsville,  from  Main  Street  to  South  High 
Street;  (f)  Tar  walk  on  the  westerly  side  of  Pleasant 
Street,  Bondsville,  from  State  Street  to  Crawford  Street. 

Article  43.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  construct 
a  cement  walk  with  curbing  on  the  northerly  side  of 
North  Main  Street  in  the  Depot  Village  from  the  Wing 
Memorial  Hospital  to  Shearer's  Corner  and  along  the 
easterly  side  of  the  Three  Rivers  Road  from  Shearer's 
Corner  to  the  Quaboag  School,  raise  and  appropriate  any 
sum  of  money  therefor,  and  assess  no  part  of  the  cost 
thereof  upon  owners  of  abutting  land,  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

Article  44.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  any  sum  of  money  for  band  concerts 
during  the  year  1935. 

Article  45.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate any  sum  of  money  to  have  an  assessor's  report 
of  valuation  and  taxes  of  the  Town  of  Palmer  as  listed 
at  the  present  time  combined  with  a  fully  itemized  town 
report,  both  to  be  printed,  as  a  combination,  assessors' 
report  and  town  report. 
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Article  46.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  install 
and  maintain  additional  electric  lights  as  follows:  (a)  1 
light  in  front  of  property  of  Stanley  Grzywna  on  Main 
Street,  Three  Rivers;  (b)  Larger  light  on  the  corner  of 
School  and  Main  Streets,  Thorndike ;  (c)  1  light  on  Ran- 
dall Street  in  the  Depot  Village;  (d)  6  lights  on  the  lake 
Thompson  Road  between  the  school  house  at  Palmer 
Center  and  the  home  of  Nelson  Brothers;  (e)  2  lights 
on  South  High  Street,  Bondsville;  (f)  1  light  on  State 
Street,  Bondsville,  between  property  of  Adam  Broton 
and  the  bridge;  (g)  1  light  on  the  Button  Bridge  on  the 
Four  Corners-Bondsville  Road. 

Article  47.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  any  sum  of  money  for  the  purchase  of 
the  following  equipment  for  the  use  of  the  highway 
department:  (a)  Snow  plow;  (b)  Parts  for  gasoline 
shovel;  (c)  Concrete  mixer;  (d)  y2-ton  Truck;  (e)  3%- 
ton  truck;  (f)  4  tires  for  truck;  (g)  Gasoline  jack  ham- 
mer. 

Article  48.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $483.06  to  pay  the  following  over- 
drafts made  by  the  several  departments  of  the  town 
during  the  year  1934:  Snow  removal  $224.54,  Soldiers' 
Relief  $213.93,  Care  of  Cemeteries  $44.59. 

Article  49.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $1272.65  to  pay  an  overdraft  made 
by  the  Selectmen  in  the  Forest  Lake  Road  Account  in 
1931. 

Article  50.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept 
and  receive  from  the  Palmer  Recreation  Association  any 
sum  of  money,  hold  and  apply  the  same  toward  the  pur- 
chase of  any  land  for  the  purposes  of  a  public  play- 
ground or  recreation  center,  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
of  said  gift. 
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Article  51.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  pur- 
chase, for  a  public  playground  or  recreation  center,  a 
certain  tract  of  land  owned  by  the  Palmer  Savings  Bank, 
known  as  Converse  Field,  situate  adjacent  to  the  high 
school  lot  in  the  Depot  Village,  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  14  of  Chapter  45  of  the  General  Laws  (Ter.  Ed.), 
appropriate  any  sum  of  money  therefor,  and  raise  the 
same  by  taxation  or  otherwise,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto.
